All idiots, 
imau« (lersons, paupers or persons like- 
ly to b(«ouio a pnoUe charge ; peraons 
who have tieen oonTictad of felony or 
other orimsfl involring moral turpitude;

bcketa or paaaage is paid for with the 
money of another, or who is assistml by 
others to come, nnleaa it is affirmatively 
and satisfactorily shown on s^>ecial in 
qiiii V ih.tf such ]K>r8ons do not belong to 
one of the foiegoiug classes.

The nitrate of soda market, owing to 
this III ws. is ailvancing mpidly in LoiH 
don and New York. 

Mr. Flint says he do»v» not think nny 
attemiit will be made on the part of the 
oiipositioii to overthrow the existing gov- 
ernment, but H strong pressure will Iw 
brought to l)ear ujjon HjiIiiuk eda to 
carry out the wishes of the legislative 
hffMnolMaof the government.

Kf\-» under a fiJse name, U'cau^e 
the tioys know him to lie of a somewhat 
disreputable (■luirHct< r. and knew that 
Mrs. Keys had feju of hiin. 

The p.irty rearhed l«iwn.n< el)iirg atid 
remaiuetl there for iome da\ s. ( iiie 
afternoon Fee disapi«"are<l. They s.iul 
he h;«l left s«'veral days In-fore. Young, 
a saddler, informed the authorities that 
he bad heard shots across the rivoT the 
night Fee was fij-st mLs.sed. 

Fee's body was found on the Ken- 
tacky shore a few days later, and tiie 
shaaty-boat peo^ were arrested. Mrs. 
Keys waa releaiaed. Her huaband and 
Snak have been in the Burlington Jail 
since.

How to Bmsk tke Teeth. 
In the flrat plaoe one abonld have two 
bruHhes, one bard and one soft Tbe hard 

one should not be hard enough to injure 

the Kiinis. 

The water nhoiild be ninderately hot, and 
phniild ho held in the mouth for a minute 
or more before the brush Is applied. This 
will soften the arciimulntions. Next take 
till' soft lirii'-h and scrub the surfaces of 
the ti l ill viL'oniiisIy, (loitiff over all [larts 
"Inside," "out-iide," and "on top," to use 
ptir.-ises commonly undi i-~tor)d. Afterthis 
has iM'en t lioriiiinhly iloiii', and the mouth 
rinsed out, the h.-ird hriisli is to be used. 
Hot h hruslii s sliould li.ivc i-iirvi d (concave) 
siiifaces and serated bristles. In iisiiijjthe 
hard brush hold it in the h-|iid and roljito 
the wrist, thus hrusliiiii; the siirf.ices of 
t he teet li from t he mims tinvaid the cut- 
ting edtres. 

The nioiitbis held sliLrhtly oiii ii. This 
removrs from between the lei-th whatever 
was thi-re at the outset and wh;it has been 
crowded tlii-re by the ordinary artion with 
the first lirusli. Kven more thoroughness 
is required in this lost procedure than in 
the first. It is between the teeth that de- 
cay is moat likely to occur, and it is be- 
tween tbe teeth that so few people succeed 
in cleansing. As a flual safeguard waxed 
floes silk should be passed between all the 
teeth, and lastly tbe mouth sprayed with 
listerine dilution. 

Tbe teeth should be eleanaed on retiring 
and arising, and if convenient after each 
meal. The flrat two are, however, the im- 
portant hours. Thorough cleansing will 
do much to prevent decay. Though decay 
is cause<l by bacteria, it only results from 
the presence of fermentation. There can 
be no fi rmi'iit itioninaolean month.— Kew 
York lierahl.
